Letter from Hon. Joba P. ale. 





Dover, N. H. Sept. 6, 1852. 
My Drax Sin: When I wrote to my friend, 
G. G. Fogg, Esq., of Concord, prior to the 
Pittsburgh Convention, declining in anticipation 
any Nomination by that body, I supposed that I 
should not have occasion again to tresspass on 


the attention of any one, on that subject. The | 
decision, which I then announced, was not only | 


in accordance with my own taste and judge- 
ment, but was also in pursuance of the carnest 
and oft-repeated request of those whose wishes 
I felt bound to respect, viz., my vile and chil- 
dren. I had supposed and hoped, after that
